was formed to p atrol the city night 
p nd day in an effort to control 
the traffic situation, a situation on 
which Trostle would not be licked. 
Ty p ical of his y ears as a traffic 
officer, Trostle p ut a red tag on an 
offending motorist, a few m inutes 
after he was notified of his elec­ 
tion as chief of p olice.
